of our own! Due to some 
complaints about inadequate 
lighting at the Animal Shelter 
where the roll-offs are 
located, the gates will close 
at 7 PM during these last 
few days that the dumpsters 
will be in use. As stated in 
last week’s Bracken County 
News, this grant program 
will end on Thursday, 
November 9, 2017. Mason 
County Landfill will remove 
the last two dumpsters on 
that date so while you may 
have to work in cooler 
temperatures, you still have 
a week to get that debris and 
excess junk disposed of for 
free! Please remember that 
someone is there to monitor 
the containers at all time so 
that ineligible items can be 
kept out of the dumpsters. 
Mason County Landfill and 
all landfills operate under 
strict regulations by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency which means any 
illegal substances found in 
the landfill or in the run-off 
subject the facility to fines 
or closure! Whatever we do 
in life, the smartest decision 
we will ever make is to 
follow rules! Whether we 
like the rules or not, it is each 
individual’s responsibility to 
adhere to them! 

Last week’s conclusion 
to the article touched 
briefly on cigarettes as they 
relate to litter. We’d like to 
expound on that subject, 
but we are not scolding 
anyone with the following 
facts! This information is 
shared here as it relates to 
air quality and protection of 
the environment. There are 


70 carcinogens in cigarettes 
which cause cancer. Some 
of them are Benzene found 
in gasoline and pesticides 
accounting for one-half of 
all human exposure to this 
highly present substance 
in cigarette smoke. Liquid 
Formaldehyde is used to 
preserve dead bodies but 
as a gas is responsible for 
some of the nose, throat and 
eye irritations experienced 
by smokers.

The words “Keeping The 
Promise” stared out from 
a high-definition screen on 
stage at the State Capitol 
last Wednesday. Hundreds 
of thousands of public em¬ 
ployees, teachers and retirees 
stared back, ready for an end 
to two months of waiting and 
worrying about the state’s 
pension reform plan. 

It would only be a few 
moments before details of 
the plan, explained on stage 
at a press conference held by 
Governor Matt Bevin, Senate 
President Robert Stivers and 
House Speaker Jeff Hoover, 
began to flow: There would 
be no change in the retirement 
age in the plans. Defined ben¬ 
efit plans, or pensions, would 
remain in place for most state 
employees until they reach 
27 years of service, age 65 or 
age 57 with 30 years of ser¬ 
vice, with pension and cash 
balance plan remaining open 
to current hazardous employ¬ 
ees including firefighters and 
police. Current teachers who 
have 27 years of service by 
next July could stay in their 
pension plan for another 
three years, then move into a 
“generous” 401(k) type plan. 
Current state retirees would 
have no cuts to their cost of 
living adjustments (COLAs). 

Reminders of the enor¬ 
mity of the state’s pension 
crisis - which is estimated 
to carry with it as much as 
$65 million in unfunded ben¬ 
efit liability that Kentucky 
doesn’t now have the assets 
to cover—^were made clear 
during the presentation and 
before. The state employee 
and teacher pension systems 
are in dire condition. Sac¬ 
rifices must be made. The 
question many watching the 
presentation had is, what are 
those sacrifices? 

All we know about the 


Keeping The Promise plan so 
far is what was revealed at the 
press conference. The plan is 
meant to reduce pension li¬ 
ability, and it proposes a few 
ways to do that: It would 
move new and recently hired 
public employees and both 
new teachers and those with 
more than 30 years of ser¬ 
vice into a “defined contribu¬ 
tion” plan, like a 401(k). Use 
of sick leave toward retire¬ 
ment would be halted after 
a specific date depending on 
the retirement system. Pub¬ 
lic employees and teachers 
would pay an additional three 
percent of their salary toward 
state retiree health care, and 
future COLAs for retired 
teachers would be suspended 
for five years. (This would 
not include previously grant¬ 
ed COLAs - there would be 
no “clawback.”) 

We also know from the 
press conference that: 

• A new funding formula 
mandating “hundreds of mil¬ 
lions more into every retire¬ 
ment plan,” per the plan, 
would be created to ensure 
the systems’ solvency. Full 
payment of the ARC (actu- 
arially required contribution) 
to the state pension systems 
would be required. 

• State legislators would 
be moved into the same de- 
fined-contribution plan as 
other state employees. Cur¬ 
rent and retired legislators 
would have their benefits 
calculated based only on leg¬ 
islative salary and no other 
earned public compensation. 
Legislators would also pay 
an additional three percent of 
their salary to fund the state 
retiree health care program. 

• Forjudges and others in 
the Judicial retirement plan, 
the additional three-percent 
salary contribution would 
also be required to fund retir¬ 


ee health care. New members 
and those who have reached 
full retirement eligibility 
would be moved into a de- 
fined-contribution plan, with 
the pension plan available to 
current employees until they 
full retirement eligibility. 

• The structural chang¬ 
es proposed in the plan are 
meant to boost the state’s 
credit rating, which the Gov¬ 
ernor and House and Senate 
majority leaders say has been 
downgraded by credit agen¬ 
cies “citing unfunded pen¬ 
sion burdens.” 

• The bill that contains 
the plan will not contain an 
“emergency clause,” which 
means that the bill will not 
take effect immediately af¬ 
ter becoming law. The law 
would not go into effect until 
July 1, 2018. 

I’m sure that by now most 
of you have either watched 
footage of the press confer¬ 
ence, seen media coverage of 
the plan, or found your infor¬ 
mation elsewhere. But if you 
have been told anything that 
I’ve not reported to you here 
by someone other than those 
directly involved in putting 
the pension plan together, 
you have been told wrong. 

Why do I say that? Be¬ 
cause plan details are still 
being worked out. The ac¬ 
tual bill—the legislation that 
state lawmakers will vote 
on to make the plan a real¬ 
ity—is still being drafted and 
may not be released for sev¬ 
eral more days or weeks. We 
won’t know the nitty-gritty 
of the plan until then, and I 
will report details to you as 
soon as I get them. 

Keeping The Promise 
appears to have some pros 
and cons. As we learn the de¬ 
tails of the plan, we can bet¬ 
ter decide if it is truly the best 
plan to, as the Governor says, 
meet “the legal and moral ob¬ 
ligations owed to current and 
retired teachers and public 
servants.”

This program was de¬ 
signed to give the hunters 
of Bracken County a place 
to donate legally harvested 
deer (doe or buck) that they 
would otherwise not shoot. 
Landowners that are hosting 
hunters, please encourage 
them to take a doe or two to 
help with the overpopula¬ 
tion of deer and donate it to 
the project. This will in turn 
help control the growing 
number of deer in the county 
that cause a lot of damage to 
crops, gardens and vehicles. 
It will also supply our local 
food banks that will distrib¬ 
ute the ground venison to 
local people in need. Due to 
food safety concerns we will 
only accept deer harvested on 
these three days that are the 
whole deer, field dressed and 
with the skin on. If the tem¬ 
perature is warm, use a bag 
of ice to protect the meat. 

No deer will be accepted 
that do not meet food safety 
standards. If you plan to 
harvest deer for the project, 
please register by calling 
the Extension Office at 606- 
735-2141. Have your deer’s 
conformation number ready 
to provide, we will need it to 
take possession of your deer.

Open Enrollment for 
2018 Marketplace health in¬ 
surance plans at healthcare, 
gov is quickly approaching. 
The Health Benefit Exchange 
(HBE), within the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices (CHFS) is working to 
ensure Kentuckians are pre¬ 
pared, informed and have 
the resources they need to 
choose a 2018 health plan. 

This year’s open enroll¬ 
ment, which runs from No¬ 
vember 1 until December 
15, is what’s known as a 
passive enrollment period. 
Kentuckians who already 
have a health plan purchased 
on the exchange do not have 
to do anything for their cov¬ 
erage to continue in 2018. 
Policyholders will have the 
same plan for 2018 or their 
coverage will move from 
their current plan to an avail¬ 
able 2018 option that most 
closely matches their current 
coverage. 

CHFS is using a multi¬ 
faceted campaign to reach 
current policyholders and po¬ 
tential new enrollees. These 
targeted efforts include direct 
mail, text messages, phone 
calls and emails to ensure the 
current 76,000 marketplace 
users are aware of their 2018 
coverage options. 

CHFS and HBE are 
working to make current and 
potential exchange customers 
aware of the tax credits and 
premium subsidies that are 
still available on the federal 
marketplace exchange, for 
those who qualify. Current 
plan holders, and those who 
want to view 2018 options 
on the exchange, can now go 
to healthcare.gov and use the 
shopping tool. For new us¬ 


ers, the federal marketplace 
requires the creation of a user 
account and a completed on¬ 
line application. 

About 80 percent of Ken¬ 
tuckians enrolled in the ex¬ 
change qualify for tax credits 
or subsidies that reduce their 
monthly health insurance 
premiums. For most of those 
who quality, the credits will 
off-set premium increases so 
the cost of insurance in 2018 
will be about the same. In¬ 
surance cost scenarios, cal¬ 
culated by HBE, are in the 
document attached as part of 
this release. 

HBE is coordinating 
with community assisters 
who service every county in 
the Commonwealth. Assis- 
tors and HBE staff will be 
at more than 400 commu¬ 
nity outreach events across 
the state. To find an event in 
your area or to locate an as- 
sistor near you, simply log 
onto: healthbenefitexchange. 
ky.gov. The website also in¬ 
cludes Kentucky specific 
2018 net payment examples 
for all regions of the state 
and 2018 sample scenarios 
for individuals and families. 

The state-based call cen¬ 
ter is available at 855-459- 
6328 to assist Kentuckians 
with questions about where 
to go for coverage. The call 
center can help prescreen 
for program eligibility and 
help with questions and in¬ 
formation. The Healthcare, 
gov customer service center 
is also available. It can be 
reached by calling 800-318- 
2596.
